SAYS MEDICO 


|Most Perilous Spots in 
North America, Although 
| Living-Rooms Close 


VANCOUVER, June 24.—Con- 
trary to general opinion the home 
is the most dangerous place on the 
American continent today, and of 
all places the bedroom is the most 
perilous spot, with the living room 
running it a close second 

Dr. E. G. Brown of Topeka, 
member of the Kansas State Board 
of Health and vice president of the 
State and Provincial Health Au- 
thorities of North America gave 
startling figures to the convention 
of that organization here 

“In 1934, according to the report 
of the U.S. Bureau of Census, more 
than 102,000 persons were killed in 


accidents,” he said 
In Kansas, Dr. Brown told the 
meeting, there has been a steady 


increase in accidental deaths from 
961 in 1912 to 1,599 in 1935. The 
death rate from that cause, he 
pointed out, was 84 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation 


TEACH CAUSES 

Worried about its mounting toll 
of accidental deaths, Kansas State 
Board of Health decided in 1929 
that the only solution was to 
acquaint the citizenry with acci- 
dent causes, and the places, times 
and circumstances of _ greatest 
dangers.

The Sons of Freedom having returned from 
their four year enforced holiday on Piers Island, 
the burning and bombing of buildings in the 
Nelson area has been resumed, Three school- 
houses, a saw mill and a community hall went 
up in smoke Sunday, or would have gone but 
some unregenerate taxpayers came along and 
put out the fires before the buildings were com- 
pletely destroyed. 

Which is not of course saying that the Sons 
of Freedom started the fires, much less proving 
it. It may be only a coincidence that the fires 
synchronized with the return of the Sons. But 
there is also the coincidence that school-houses 
have not been burning while the Sons were 
away. The police will look into these matters 
in due course. 

Meantime the Canadian taxpayers who have 
been paying for the outing of the Sons on a 
private island in the pleasant waters of the 
Gulf of Georgia, are bound to feel a bit dis- 
couraged at the apparent outcome of that 
philanthropic experiment. Maybe they should 
not, for that would be to assume the returned 
Sons had something to do with the fires. But, 
human nature being what it is, there will be a 
feeling that if the Sons had not come back the 
school-houses might not have burned—in which 
event, the Piers Island experiment was a flat 
failure and a dead loss of good money.

| The Passing Show

The difficulties under which a confederation 
of provinces work is well exhibited now the 
Supreme Court of Canada has handed down its 
judgments on the eight reform measures that 
marks the “New Deal” of the dying séssion of 
the Bennett Government. 

Measures initated by the 
former president of the Cana- 
dian Bar Association, drafted 
by an expert legal depart- 
ment and passed by a House 
of Commons in which law- 
yers were strongly represent- 
ed, proves to be no more 
secure against legal defect 
than if they had been initiat- 
ed at a Social Credit conven- 
tion and enacted by a legis- 
lature of school-teachers and

store keepers. 

The average wasn't even fifty-fifty. Only 
two of the eight “New Deal” measures passed 
the test. The Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act, whereby farmers can enjoy the benefits of 
bankruptcy without the odium, and a statute 
appointing a Commission to exercise supervision 
over trade practices received the O.K. of the 
Supreme Court of Canada. The other six— 
all the important ones—the Natural Products 
Marketing Act, the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, the Minimum Wage Act, the Act providing 
for a 48-hour week and one day’s rest in seven, 
and an addition to the Criminal Code providing 
fines and imprisonment for unfair business prac- 
tices, were either declared invalid or failed to 
secure the endorsement of the court. 


If-any or all of the above Acts had been 
passed by the Britsh Parliament they would 
have been good law without any right of appeal. 
The British Parliament is supreme over Britain; 
the Canadian Parliament is not supreme cver 
Canada Legislative powers are divided be- 
tween the federal House of Commons and the 
provincial legislatures. If the federal Patlia- 
ment ove rsteps the boundaries of its jurisdiction 
and attempts to legislate upon matters that are 
in the exclusive jurisdiction of the provinces, 
the Supreme Court of Canada can declare the 
legislation invalid. That is what has happened 
with the Natural Products Marketing Act and 
the Social Insurance Act 


Of the Natural Products Marketing Act, the 
judges unanimously say: “Regulation of indi- 
vidual trades or trades in individual commodi- 
ties in this sweeping fashion, is not competent 
to the Parliament of Canada in view of the 
distribution of legislative powers enacted by 
the Constitution Act, without the consent of the 
individual provinces.” 

There cannot be Dominion-wide laws fixing 
prices for farm produce and other commodities, 
or preventing a province with low living stand- 
ards and low wage scales from invading other 
provinces of Canada with cheap goods or cheap 
produce 

British Columbia, a fruit-growing and fruit- 
packing province is under-cut within its own 
boundaries by cheap canned plums and toma- 


toes and other fruits (a tomato is a fruit, not a 
vegetable) from ill-psid Quebec. It was pre- 
pared f the defeat of the Dominion al 


Pre dugs Marketing Act. It had a provincial 
marketing act of its own, all ready to be px 

claimed in the event of the f 2 of the Dom- 
Act. It gives powe1 arketing boards 
the province to fix prices direetly (in- 


stead of indirectly 

How far the provincial boards can control 
prices for export trade another question. They 
may run up 1 nother constitutional s: 
for interference with ‘nter-provincial trade 
forbidden in the Constitution It affects not 
only fruit and vegetables, but also salmon, salt

Surance as they have in England, where in re- 
turn for a weekly contribution while working 
the man or woman is assured a weekly “dole” 
from the insurance fund when out of work. The 
difficult thing for a layman to understand is 
how six judges, each learned in the law, can 
split three to three on such matters as the con- 
stitutionality of a 48-hour working week, the 
question of one day's rest in seven and the right 
of Parliament to impose fines and imprisonment 
on men who run sweatshops, grant special re- 
bates and discounts to favored customers or seek 
to destroy competitors by selling goods below 
cost in competitive areas One could under- 
stand the solid six deciding the issue one way 
or the other on the ground that the Act of 1867 
never contemplated a 48-hour working week 
(or did contemplate reduced working weeks) 
and never proposed to make trade practices a 
subject of criminal law (or gave Parliament 
freedom to add new crimes as social concepts 
underwent change). The absurd situation is 
that three very learned and upright judges say 
that the Constitution does give such powers to 
Parliament, while three other equally learned 
and upright judges say that the Constitution 
does not

It is to be hoped that the lesson of this 
muddle in constitutional Jaw is not lost on those 
simple villagers on Vancouver Isand who, with 
a population less than an English market town, 
are clamoring to become a tenth province of 
Canada, with a Governor of their own, a Gov- 
ernment House and staff of their own, a Legis- 
lature, Speaker and Cabinet of Ministers of 
their own, and a judiciary and set of laws and 
courts of their own, You'd think they hadn't 
enough troubles of their own 

A far more justifiable proposal would be to 
divide Canada at the head of the Great Lakes 
into two Canadas, each with full autonomous 
power and freedom to seek its own destiny— 
and place each of the present provinces under 
a County Council 

Our elongated spraw! across the northern 
continent in defiance of geography and economic 
law is difficult enough without a Constitution, 
framed in 1867, that doesn't fit the facts of life

Use Apricots In Season 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


All fruits have been raised to their evoived 
state through intensive cultivation. It can be 
truly said that there is no fruit growing which 
is used for food which grows in its natural state. 

Man has taken advantage of the forces of 
nature and through scientific cultivation, the use 

of the right kind of soil, 


planting, pruning of the trees 
and the use of poisons to kill 
destructive insects, he has 
been able to develop fruits 
far superior to anything that 
nature can grow without these 
aids 

Nevertheless, there are de- 
finite seasons of the year 
when certain trees yield their 
fruit in the best manner. 
Therefore, if fruit is used in season, it will al- 
ways be superior to that developed out of its 
natural season. 

Some fruits are so delicate when ripened that 
their season is very short. The apricot is one of 
these. The apricot is really a member of the 
rose family, and this fact might account for the 
delicate flower-like aroma and taste of a pro- 
perly ripened apricot 

The apricot crop is one of the largest grown 
in California, but this fruit had its origin cen- 
turies ago in China. The first apricots ripen 
about the first of May; other trees bear their 
fruit later, which makes the season last about 
eight weeks 

During this time, it is a good plan for every- 
one who is able to secure this delicious sub-acid 
fruit, to eat of it plentifully 

The apricot does not stand shipping very 
well, but can be purchased all over the North 
American continent between the middle of May 
and the middle of July. Prices are high in the 
northern part of the United States and in Can- 
ada, but the fruit is so desirable and is such an 
agreeable change from other fruit that I urge 
you to be sure to use all you can during the

short season 

The best way to use the ripe apricots is to 
use them as a meal in place of other food, eating 
all desired of this fruit. The apricot contains 
from 1 per cent to 2% per cent of malic acid, 
and therefore should not be used in a raw state 
with a meal containing starchy food 

Another delicious way to use the ripe apri- 
cots is to take a lunch of milk and apricots, 
using one pint of milk and as many apricots as 
you want. Under no circumstances should you 
use sandwiches with this meal, as the fruit, milk 
and starch will make an undesirable combina- 
tion 

Out of season, the dried apricot makes an 
excellent Lreakfast fruit to be used with eggs 
and Melba Toast. Try to purchase the unsul- 
phured dried apricots. Apricots when used in 
their dried form, may be soaked overnight and 
then stewed, being cooked from ten to fifteen 
minutes 


The stewed apricots also provide a delicious - 


dessert dish, either plain or cut up in small 
pieces and whipped up into a fruit’ whip in the 
white of an egg 

Use the dried apricots as I suggested 
all the year around, but be sure to take advan- 


tage of the opportunity to use the fresh fruit 


in season 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. J. asks: “Is the artichoke a 
starchy vegetable? Do you recommend it in 
your diets?” 

ANSWER: The edible portion of the arti- 
choke really contains about 14 per cent of 
starch, but such a small amount is eaten at any 
time, and it makes such an enjoyable change, 
that I can recommend its use if not improperly 
seasoned, It should be cooked in unsalted boil- 
ing water but may be seasoned when ready to 
serve with butte: 

QUESTION: Mr. T. B. G. writes: “I am in- 
terested in knowing of a good home method to 
use in increasing the circulation of the scalp.” 

ANSWER: You may try rubbing the scalp 
with pieces of ice. Move the ice from one spot 
to the next. This will increase the local circu- 
lation 

QUESTION: Miss Joan G. writes Every 
pair of shoes I buy causes blisters on both 
heels. Why?” 

ANSWER: Make sure that you buy shoes 
which fit the feet. Perhaps you have a narrow 
heel which allows a shoe of ordinary width to 
slip up and down. If you have a narrow foot 
you will need special shoes 

QUESTION: Y. M. inquires: “Is eczemu ‘a 
constitutional disease?” A 

ANSWER: Eczema is essentially a constitu- 
tional disease. The cure comes largely from the 
inside of the body through removing those sys- 
temic causes which are producing the symp- 


toms,

The reason why the Alliance 
asked the government to ratify 
the International Labor Organ- 
ization's draft convention for 
weekly rest in industry was be- 
cause there is a_ sub-section | 
which tes: “This section shall 
not app to any employee en- 
ged in the work of any indus- 
rial process in which the regular 
day's labor of such employee is 
not more than eight hours dura- 
tion” Thus those working on an 
eight-hour shift were deprived, 
so far as the law was concerned, 
of the privileges of a weekly 
rest day. The draft convention 
of the L.L.O. made no limitation 
of hours 

With the passing of the above- 
mentioned Weekly Rest in Indus- 
trial Undertakings Act this sub- 
section was repealed. I presume 
that since the Dominion parlia- 
ment passed this act it has the 
power to amend it and that its 
action in repealing the sub-sec- 
tion will stand 

The result would be that all 
persons engaged in “any work 
of receiving, transmitting or de- 
livering telegraph or telephone 
messages, or in the work of any

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The Bennett New Era Laws and 
The Supreme Court of Canada

The decision just handed down at Ottawa shows that the Su- 
preme Court of Canada does not claim to know any more about 
the B.N.A. Act than the rest of us know. Talk about settling the 
various questions by an appeal to the Privy Council is nonsense; 
it will simply give some estimable gentleman of the politician- 
lawyer type a chance to take a pleasant trip to England at pub- 
lic expense, The money is needed for relief purposes 


The Privy Council decided the one needful factor when i 
held that the B.N.A. Act carried the complete legislative author- 
ity over to Canada and divided it between the Canadian Parlia- 
ment and the Provincial Legislatures. There is no vacant space 
or gap; complete authority is over in Canada, and once the Cana- 
dian Parliament and any Provincial Legislature join in legisla- 
tion, the complete authority has acted in respect of that province 


Therefore, in respect of any Act of the Canadian Parliament 
in respect whereof doubts as to jurisdiction may arise, al! that 
Parliament has to do is to include a section that the Canadian 
Parliament Act shall take effect in and in respect of each prov- 
ince which by Act of its Legislature adopts and confirms the Do- 
minion Act and fixes a day upon which it shall take effect in and 
in respect of that province. Then the complete Legislative author- 
ity will have acted in each ratifying province 

Instead of allowing another half-million dollars to be wasted 
in unsatisfactory appeals to the privy council, the Canadian Par- 
liament should repeal such of the Bennett new era Acts as it 
does not want, and add to each one of those Acts it does want a 
section providing for provincial adoption and confirmation 


The wanderlust which takes provincial politicians to Ottawa, 
and Ottawa politicians to England, and eminent Canadian lawyers 
to both these destinations, has become a great and unnecessary 
waste of public money. 


Furthermore any province desiring to bring any of the con- 
troversial Dominion new era laws into effect, needs only to pass 
a provincial ratifying and confirming Act, and the new era law 
is in force beyond any doubt. |

Special Concessions Made 
To Householders With 


Gardens 


Adopting a more-water-at-less- 
cost policy, the city waterworks 
department announces special | 
summer rates for May, June, | 
July and August which allow re- 
bates for tho.e using a certain 
amount of water for gardening 
purposes. This policy has been 
authorized by city council. 

Here is an example of how the 
me works out: In the case of a 
sumer ing an average of a 
s worth of water a month 
during the winter months and pay- 
ing an average water bill of $1.50 
a month during the summer 
months, the extra amount paid dur- 
ing May, June, July and August 
would be four times the difference 
in the average winter and summer 
bills, or in this case $2. The con- 
sumer would be allowed half of this | 
amount or $1 as a rebate 

No rebate less than 50 cents will 
be allowed. In former years it has} 
been the policy to permit rebates of 
ve cents and up, but this summer 
department hes decided that | 
unless the refund reaches the half- | 
lar figure the householder will 

no reduction 
Special rates apply to residential 
metered consumers. Accounts of all 
customers to wnom tne rebate sys- 
tem is applicable will be checked 
over, and any rebate due will be 
credited soon as possible after 
the summer season 

Consumers do not have to make 
®@n application to come under these 
special rates, as the department 
will check the amount used and al- 
low the rebate if earned
